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Claims Allowed 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

A process for the production of unsaturated hydrocarbons as claimed in claims 
10 and 21, wherein the reaction mixture obtained in the first step is mixed with liquid 
phase water and water vapor as well as with an oxygen bearing gas and then the 
reaction mixture is fed in a continuous stream to a further catalyst bed in which 
hydrogen oxidation and further dehydration of the hydrocarbons take place, is not 
taught or fairly suggested in the prior art. 

Applicant's data presented in Examples 1 and 2 (paragraph 0029, 0030) indicate 
that by increasing the amount of liquid water and reducing the amount of water vapor, 
temperature and pressure of the liquid phase water and water vapor decrease and 
production of propylene increases.
